much better in fact than 
that of the original newspaper 
publications. 

As far as the stories them- 
selves are concerned, each 
and every one of them is a 
gem. My only complaint, and 
it is a very minor one indeed, 
is that you should keep the 
comedy stories limited to one 
per issue. Having both "“Mer- 
ry Andrew" and "UFO" in the 
same magazine made THE 
SPIRIT #2 lag somewhat. Al- 
though "Fallen Sparrow” and 
“Pouder Pout” did much to 
compensate.
